Minister Juan A. Bramuglia 31 to 
20 on the second ballot after fail- 
ing- on the first ballot, to receive 
the required majority of 29 votes.

The munitions board has made

About 
5700,000,000 
worth 
of 


critical materials has been stock 
piled against patential military and 
civilian needs if war should cut 
off normal sources. 


These materials include about 50 


raw 
materials, mostly obtained 


from foreign sources. Among them 
are bauxite, cadmium, cobalt, cop- 
per, 
industrial diamonds, 
mica, 


quartz crystals, tungsten and Zinc. 


Another major function of the 


board is surveying manufacturing 
facilities to determine the most 
efficient 
producers

Thus far 12,000 plants have been 


surveyed and tagged for specific
